The 
Army continues to repulse the assailants who have 
withdrawn toward the commune of Muhuta in Buga- 
rama zone in rural Bujumbura Province from where they 
are, according to some sources, reported to have come.

3 Belgians Killed in Ambush

They fired on vehicles, and the victims 
unfortunately include three Belgians, who are residents

They were a mun, a 
woman, and a child. The casualties also include many 
Burundians, including two dead and several injured. The 
injured included soldiers on leave, and the news came

Yesterday evening’s ambush shows that violence con- 
tinues to reign more than ever in the country.

[Benarec] Insecurity continues to increase in Burundi in 
spite of the recent formation of a new coalition govern- 
ment. For the first time in the history of the country 
Belgian nationals were killed in an ambush by a group of 
unidentified terrorists on road number seven, a few 
kilometers south of the capital. National radio 
announced this morning that another attack on a mili- 
tary position by a group of some 50 attackers apparently 
took place last night in the Minago area, some 50 km 
south of Bujumbura. Still, according to national radio, 
gunfire and explosions were heard last night in several

A number of Burundi military personnel were in the 
convoy but he couic not say if they were the target of the 
attack or if it was the Belgians, who live in Burundi. 


“It seems more likely that it was a random attack and the 
Belgians found themselves involved in the ambush by 
accident,” he declared. 


An overnight curfew operates from 7:00 pm. (1700 
GMT), but it is not known why the convoy was returning 
later. 


Civilian vehicles have been attacked before by roaming 
“armed groups,” but Abdallah said it was the first time 
foreigners had been killed by them. 
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The assault came a week after the murder of Minister of 
Energy and Mines Ernest Kabushmeye, from the 
majority Hutu tribe. The assasination was followed by 
the kidnap and murder of Lucien Sakubu, a Tutsi colonel 
and former Bujumbura mayor. 


Two people died Friday and ten were injured when an 
unidentified assailant threw a grenade at Bujumbura’s 
central market.

This is a common guerrilla tactic. The victims of the 
Uganda raid have further testified that it is the Uganda 
security forces who evicted them from their homes in 
Uganda and looted their property. 


The government would like to state that the victims of 
the raids at (Bomo) and (Sono), who are now camped at 
Cheptais, are Ugandan nationals from ic Sebe1 commu- 
nity in Uganda. It is prudent to note that the attacks and 
subsequent eviction of some of the members of the Sebei 
community from the affected areas in their country, 
Uganda, comes immediately after the guerrilla raid by 
FERA operatives at Sirisia Divisional Headquarters, 
where the raiders looted 13 firearms and ammunition 
from the armory. During the raid, two administration 
police men were killed, and property worth thousands of 
shillings stolen from civilians by the fleeing attackers. 
The government is still investigating the incident, and 
will continue to pursue the perpetrators and collabora- 
tors of this criminal act against peace-loving Kenyans.

But a Nairobi magistrate’s court on Thursday ruled that 
the five ceased to be diplomats after the collapse of the 
Somali government. Somalia has been without a recog- 
nised government since the overthrow of the regime of 
dictator Mohamed Siad Barre in January 1991. 


“We won’t interfere with Kenya’s justice system but we 
want them to respect Somali sovereignty and the diplo- 
matic immunity of those diplomats at the Somali 
embassy in Nairobi,” a visibly angry Ali Mahdi told a 
news conference in Mogadishu. 


Mohamed Omar Aden, Musa Fahiye Hersi, Halima 
Mohamed Ali, Zaynab Ali Osman and Masur Omar 
Aden were arrested in January when police stormed the 
residence of the former Somali ambassador to Kenya 
and seized weapons and communications equipment. 


“We will write an official protest letter (to Kenya). Even 
though there is lack of administration in Somalia we 
maintain our sovereinty,” added Mahdi, Somalia’s self- 
styled president. 


Ali Mahdi said meanwhile that he was willing to meet the 
rival faction leader Mohamed Farah Ai7?:d for talks on 
control of Mogadishu but said Aidid should first abandon 
his unilateral peace conference which has been going on in 
southern Mogadishu since late last year. He said the 
airport and sea port should remain “neutral” and urged 
faction leaders to keep off the facilities, apparently refer- 
ring to Aidid’s frequent visits to the two places. 


Ali Mahdi said Yemeni president Ali Abdallah Saleh has 
sent him a message through the United Nations Devel- 
opment Programme inviting him for discussions, but he 
had instead asked Saleh to send an envoy to Mogadishu.

Mandela Asks Zimbabwe To Release Military 
Agents

The five, serving sentences in a maximum security jail 
for murder and terrorism against the ANC in Zimbabwe, 
have been in prison for almost seven years. 


Zimbabweans Michael Smith Kevin Woods and Barry 
Bawden who last year adopted South African citizen- 
ship, South African Philip Conjwayo, and Briton Denis 
“Sammy” Behan are serving sentences ranging from 25 
to 40 years. Death sentences for Smith Woods and 
Conjwayo were commuted in 1993. 


In 1987 and 1988 Smith, Woods Conjwayo and Bawden 
atiacked ANC safe houses and set off car bombs, 
including one in which a Zambian hired to drive a car 
was blown to pieces. At their trial they said they were 
South African agents. 


Behan was captured after an aborted attempt in 1988 to 
free the agents from a prison van. 


The plight of the men, described this week by South 
African National Defence Force senior spokesman 
Major General Gert Opperman as “extremely sensitive”, 
has been the subject of secret diplomacy since President 
Nelson Mandela’s inauguration. 
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Although the defence force has refused to confirm that 
the five were South A rican agents it is known that 
President Robert Mugabe has been told privately that 
the men acted on military orders from South Africa. 


Foreign Affairs Director-General Rusty Evans warned 
that publicity about the case could jeopardise the men’s 
release. 


“There is a sense in South Africa that the Zimbabwe 
government is sensitive and prepared to be sympathetic 
and disposed to these people being released in the 
contest the indemnity programme here,” he said. 


The expectations of the ageni release, possibly in the 
latter half of the year, after the five’s seventh anniversary 
behind bars, have been fuelled by the repeal last month 
of a 1920 Prisoner Exchange Act. 


The move has opened the way for South Africa to be 
specified one of the countries to which it nationals can be 
returned to serve sentences for offences committed in 
Zimbabwe. Foreign Minisier Alfred Nzo has asked Cor- 
rectional Services Minister Sipho Mzimela to draft 
matching legislation.

Applauding the organisation, which bestowed the prize 
on him—the African Centre for the Constructive Reso- 
lution of Disputes (Accord)}—Mr Mandzla said a net- 
work of such initiatives would do much to prevent 
conflict. 


He said while colonialism and the selfish ordering of 
world affairs had undermined Africa’s development. the 
continent had long since traversed a mindset that sought 
to heap blame on others. 


Instead, it was entering an era of renaissance based on 
the efforts of Africans to change Africa for the better, a 
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task which required deepening a culture of human rights 
and ensuring social structures reflected the will of the 


people. 


Mr Mandela said many challenges beset the continent, 
but a confidence in Africa was required to fight the 
malaise of Afro- pessimism that seemed to grip devel- 
oped countries from time to time. 


The president pledged to work hand in hand with bodies 
like the OAU in resolving conflict. But, he said while 
government had a role to play in this regard, it was 
crucial that civil society took part in these efforts. 
Referring to accord, Mr Mandela proposed the develop- 
ment of a network of such initiatives. 


“Through such a continental network, we can strengthen 
Africa’s monitoring capacity, research on how to prevent 
and eliminate conflict and impart skills of mediation,” 
he suggested.

Mr Mandela appealed to a largely African audience to 
desist from action that would increase the fears and 
insecurities of minorities groups because the ANC came 
into power with the objective of build!ng a non-racial 
country. He implored the crowd to follow his example in 
removing the fears and insecurities of minorities by 
inviting them into their homes to listen to their problems 
and reassure them about their future under an ANC-led 
government of national unity. 
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The president was lending his charm to the local govern- 
ment elections registration which has failed to elicit the 
enthusiasm of last year’s national elections ahead of the 
April 28 voter registration deadline.

Speaking shortly before his departure on Friday for the 
Abu Dhabi Defence Exhibition in the United Arab 
Emirates, he said South Africa would display its G-5 and 
G-6 weapons, laser-range finder, mine detection equip- 
ment and an array of naval vessels. The exhibition starts 
oi: March 19 and ends on March 23. “This year promises 
to be bigger and better,” Mr Modise quipped. 


The Battalier 127mm _ rocket launcher, the Rooikat 
105mm and 76mm armoured vehicle and anti-tank and 
air-to-air missiles also feature prominently in the South 
African defence display. Mr Modise said there would be 
“stiff competition” at the exhibition, but added several 
countries had approached South Africa to purchase 
weapons. He declined to name the countries. South 
Africa had also pioneered the installation of armour on 
the tracks of tanks specifically designed for southern 
African terrain. South Africa had gone far beyond Rus- 
sian and Brazilian technology in developing these. 


The cabinet had yet to decide on the acquisition of four 
naval corvettes to boost the country’s maritime capabili- 
ties, Mr Modise said. Responding to recent media criti- 
cism that the corvettes would merely be a show of strength 
to South Africa’s poorer neighbours, Mr Modise said the 
present naval vessels were barely seaworthy. It was 
wrongly perceived that since the end of the Cold War and 
the ushering in of democracy in South Africa, the world 
had become a safer place, the defence minister said. “In 
reality, it is more volatile and there are no guarantees that 
the problems around our borders are over.” This alone 
necessitated newer and more powerful weapons to bolster 
the country’s defence, said Mr Modise. 
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Mr Modise was accompanied by Defence Force Chief of 
Staff Gen Wessel Kritzinger, Defence Secretary Pierre 
Steyn and Armscor [Armaments Corporation of South 
Africa] Chairman Johan Moolman.

Who does it apply to? 


The code applies to all members of the National 
Assembly, the Senate and the Provincial Legislative 
Assemblies who have been elected on an ANC list or 
members of the Senate elected by the provinces. 


Commitment of Democracy and Equality 


All elected members shall be committed to the eradica- 
tion of all forms of discrimination, especially those based 
on gender or sex, race or ethnicity, and shall implement 
in their work the measures considered necessary to 
redress historical imbalances and injustice. No elected 
member shall use their position to court or demand any 
form of favour, especially sexual favour. Women, in 
particular, shall be treated as equals and sexual harass- 
ment will constitute a serious offence. 


Internal Democracy 


All elected members shall be under the constitutional 
authority of the highest decision-making bodies of the 
ANC, and decisions and policies of the highest ANC 
organs shall take precedence over all other structures, 
including ANC structures in Parliament and Govern- 
ment. Without prejudice to free speech, no elected 
member shall make use of parliamentary structures to 
undermine ANC policies or decisions. 


Accountability 


Members of the assemblies shall be subject to recall from 
these structures for violation of the ANC constitution or 
for conduct unbecoming of an ANC member or repre- 
sentative. Every elected member shall observe the poli- 
cies of the ANC and disciplinary action may be taken in 
the event of a clear divergence or public disagreement. 
Elected representatives owe allegiance to the ANC and 
disciplinary action will be taken in the event of a change 
of allegiance. 


Clean government 


Elected members shall, at all times, observe practices 
free from all forms of corruption. Government offices or 
parliamentary posts shall not be used to distribute 
favours patronage nor to seek or obtain any personal 
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fortune or favour. Any form of proven corruption shall 
constitute a legitimate ground for instant dismissal from 
government or parliament. 


All members of the assemblies shali declare their assets 
to the organisation and describe all other positions from 
which there is a pecuniary benefit in other organisation, 
companies and boards. In particular, they shall disclose 
all consultancies, shareholdings and directorships or any 
form of payment received by them or their family from 
an external source. (Family is defined is a spouse or 
permanent companion and dependent children). 


Ministers, premiers and provincial executive councillors 
shall not play any active role in profit-making institu- 
tions. They shall surrender directorships and their shares 
shall be held in “blind trusts”’. 


The ANC secretary general shall establish a register of 
financial interests which shall be accessible to members 
of the NEC [National Executive Committee]. In addi- 
tion, every elected member shall register any gift of over 
R200 [rands] value. The register shall be updated at least 
every six months. 


No elected rnember shall act as a parliamentary lobbyist 
for any agency, company or body. 


Contributions to the ANC 


A portion of the taxable salary of elected members—the 
proportion to be set by the NEC—shall be paid into the 
Organisation by way of compulsory stop orders. 


Activities during and outside parliamentary work 


All elected representatives shall make themselves avail- 
able for work within the ANC and shall accept allocation 
by the organisation to specific constituencies or areas or 
organisational functions. They shall also be available for 
parliamentary or governmental or organisational work 
or activity and shall be fully accountable to the ANC 
structures in the provinces where they are allocated. 
Elected members of the assemblies shall not have any 
other type of full-time employment. 


Implementation and monitoring 


Every elected member shall sign and therefore bind 
herself/himself to this Code and be subject to disci- 
plinary procedures and any appropriate mechanism for 
the monitoring of the Code established by the ANC. 


Any member of the assemblies shall forfeit their place on 
the ANC list or the Senate if he or she fails to sign this 
code of conduct within one month after its promulgation 
(12 November 1994) or fails to disclose their interests or 
gifts within one month of being so requested by the 
secretary general.

Government, Rebel Forces Clash in Moyamba

going on in the town of Moyamba in southern Sierra 
Leone. Government forces are engaging rebels of Foday 
Sankoh’s RUF [Revolutionary United Front] who 
attacked the town earlier this week. Moyamba is in the 
Mokande Hills region where rebels have been active for 
several weeks, attacking and closing down mining sites, 
harassing villagers, and resisting all attempts by the 
Army to flush them out of the region.

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According to reports coming in from the battlefront in 
Moyamba, in the south, the last 48 hours have seen the 
fiercest fighting between the government and rebel forces 
since renewed hostilities flared up late last year. According 
to civilians who managed to escape the fighting, parts of 
the town have been carved up between the two groups, and 
large areas have become a no man’s land. 


Government forces backed by air support helicopter 
gunships and artillery have allegedly been bombarding 
rebel positions in an effort to disiodge them. One civilian 
from the area told me earlier today that he could hear the 
bombardment miles away, and he is very worried that 
government soldiers seem unable tu protect the civilian 
population still hiding in the bush to avoid the fighting. 


State :adio last night confirmed that elements in the 
Army had been attacking rebel positions, and claimed 
that the RUF has sustained very heavy losses but made 
no mention of government casualties. The Strasser gov- 
ernment is particularly anxious to stop the rebel army 
gaining a foothold in this part of the country which is a 
mere 60 miles from the capital. 


Meanwhile, the Military and Defense Department 
announced that rebels have launched three separate 
attacks in the diamond-rich Kono District, the country’s 
remaining bread basket. They said they have so far 
succeeded in repelling the rebel advances. 


Church Official on Abducted Nuns; Army Presses 
Rebels

Catholic church official Saturday [18 March] expressed 
concern at government military operations in central 
Sierra Leone near a zone of dense forest where seven 
foreign nuns are believed to be held by rebels.

“very much concerned for the safety of the sisters” while 
military operations are underway near Mile 91, some 
115 kilometres (70 miles) east of the Sierra Leonean 
capital Freetown. 


Military activity has been intense in the area recently 
with government forces attempting to reach a rebel base 
just to the north in the Malal Hills. Church sources 
believe the nuns were taken to the Malal Hills base in a 
gruelling hike across difficult terrain shortly after they 
were abducted in a rebel attack on January 25. 


The nuns, several of whom had been in the war-torn west 
African country for many years, were working on a polio 
project in the town of Kambia, 90 kilometres (50 miles) 
north of Freetown when they were abducted. [passage

Father Casalucci told AFP he knew nothing about RUF 
plans to release the nuns but said “‘a very reliable source” 
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indicated just under a week ago that all seven nuns were 
in good health. “I believe them,” he added. 


There has been concern about the health of some of the 
nuns, three of whom need occasional medication. The 
wonren - six Italians and one Brazilian - belong to the 
Missionary Society of Mary. 


Casalucci added that earlier, separate information from 
Sierra Leoneans who claimed to have been abducted 
with the nuns appeared to confirm some other details of 
RUF claims, including the fact that they were being held 
together in a rebel camp, were free to move about and 
had adequate food. The church official said that the nuns 
were being given “not a rich diet, but they have sufficient 
food’’, including milk. 


Although it was not possible to verify the Sierra Leone- 
ans’ claims that they had escaped from the same camp on 
February 24, one day after the last radio contact with the 
nuns, Casalucci said all these people came from the 
Kambia area and were known to church authorities. 
They were interviewed separately and their stories con- 
curred, he said. 


The information suggested the nuns were not being held 
at that stage with other abducted foreigners, Casalucci 
said. 


Rebels, Government Battle for Strategic Bridge 
Control

Government Says Freetown Not Under Threat

Freetown or the surrounding area from units of the 
Revolutionary United Front (RUF). 


The statement came 2fter reports—themselves not formally 
denied—that small advance RUF units had reached 
Mabang., 50 kilometres (30 miles) east of Freetown, to try to 
seize the strategically-important bridge opening the road to 
Songo, 40 kilometres (25 miles) from the capital. 


Without directly referring to the reports, the commu- 
nique said that “at no time was Freetown and its 
environs under any rebel threat.” 


Reports also said rebels took control Friday of a village near 
Rotifunk, 25 kilometres (15 miles) southeast of Mabang, but 
added the government Army was counter-attacking. Journal- 
ists in Mabang Sunday said fighting was continuing in that 
area and that rebels were putting up “strong resistance.” 


News of RUF advances sparked many rural villagers to 
flee toward the capital early Sunday despite pleas by the 
military junta of Captain Valentine Strasser to stay calm 
‘as they are fully protected by the government and loyal 
troops are containing the situation.” 


Diplomatic sources revealed there was fierce fighting around 
Rotifunk, 75 kilometres (45 miles) to the south east of 
Freetown. A village close to the town fell Friday into rebel 
hands. 
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The government said most of the fighting was “in the 
Moyamba region,” 100 kilometres (60 miles) to the 
south east, and stated Sunday that the town, taken by the 
RUF on March 15, had been recaptured by the Army.

Meanwhile, Roman Catholic bishops in Sierra Leone 
issued an urgent appeal ‘for the immediate cessation of 
hostilities and for peace and dialogue.” Speaking as the 
conflict, which has already cost at least 10,000 deaths, is 
set to enter its fourth year on March 23, they urged “the 
immediate release of all hostages” held by the RUF. 


An unknown number of Sierra Leoneans and at least 16 
foreign nationals remain in captivity after being cap- 
tured by rebels between November and January. Among 
them are seven nuns, six Italians and one Brazilian. 


The bishops’ appeal, branding the situation “totally 
desperate,” was read out in more than 100 churches 
across the country. 


“The destruction of life and property is continuing in a 
very inhumane way,” it said. “Our people have now 
reached the point of giving up (hope) that the situation 
can be stopped.” It urged both sides to “enter into more 
serious and sincere dialogue to find an immediate solu-
